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1991  THE  YEAR  IN  REVIEW 
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On  September  14,  1991,  Carolyn  Suzanne  Sapp  from  Honolulu,  Hawaii,  shed  tears  of  joy  as  she  was  crowned  Miss 
America.  Within  days,  however,  her  experience  of  physical  abuse  became  public  knowledge. 

In  1990,  Sapp  sought  a  restraining  order  against  her  then -boyfriend,  professional  football  player  Nuu  Faaola,  for  alleged 
physical  violence. 

Both  Sapp  and  Faaola  were  disappointed  that  their  previous  problems  had  been  publicized.  Sapp  stated,  "That  incident 
was  personal  then  and  it  remains  personal  now." 

Carolyn  Suzanne  Sapp  has  put  the  trauma  behind  her  and  gone  forward  with  strength  and  courage  to  win  the  Miss 
America  crown. 

Sapp  has  selected  the  issue  of  parental  responsibility  as  the  social  issue  she  will  focus  on  during  her  reign. 
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Desert  Storm  Commander  General  H.  Norman  Schwarzkopf  gave  a  thumbs  up  to  the  crowd  as  he  made  his  way  up 
Broadway  during  New  York"s  Operation  Welcome  Home  ticker  tape  parade  in  June  1991.  A  fireworks  extravaganza 
capped  off  the  celebration. 

Schwarzkopf,  General  Colin  Powell  and  Defense  Secretary  Dick  Cheney  were  the  grand  marshals  of  the  New  York 
parade,  with  over  600,000  people  turning  out  to  welcome  the  soldiers  home.  More  than  1  million  people  attended  a 
welcome  home  parade  May  19  in  Hollywood,  and  an  estimated  800,000  turned  out  for  the  parade  in  Washington. 

"U.S.A.!  U.S.A.!"  the  flag-waving  crowd  chanted  during  a  half-hour  of  nighttime  fireworks  over  the  East  River  in 
New  York  City.  The  $  1  million  display  was  accompanied  by  the  New  York  Pops  Orchestra.  A  teary-eyed  Korean 
War  veteran  said,  "These  young  boys  put  their  lives  on  the  line  and  now  they're  getting  their  reward." 
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After  all  the  twists,  turns,  and  tension,  the  closest  of  World  Series  ended  in  the  closest  of  games. 

The  Minnesota  Twins  and  Jack  Morris  squeezed  past  the  Atlanta  Braves  1-0  on  pinch-hitter  Gene  Larkin's  single  in  the  bottom  of  the  10th  inning 
on  October  27,  1991,  to  win  Game  7  and  end  baseball's  most  dramatic  odyssey. 

Never  before  had  three  Series  games  gone  into  extra  innings,  and  the  Braves  and  Twins  saved  the  best  for  last,  matching  zero  for  zero,  pressure  pitch 
for  pitch,  even  turning  back  bases-loaded  threats  in  the  same  inning. 

"Someone  had  to  go  home  a  loser,  but  there's  no  loser  in  my  mind,"  Morris  said.  "Those  are  two  of  the  greatest  teams.  I  just  didn't  want  to  quit. 
Somehow,  we  found  a  way  to  win  this  thing." 
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On  July  1 1,  1991,  the  moon  slipped  over  the  sun  in  the  celestial  cetemony  of  the  eclipse, 
turning  day  into  night  for  thousands  of  viewers  and  scientists. 

About  500  astronomers  and  tens  of  thousands  of  tourists  came  to  see  the  moon  line  up 
between  the  sun  and  Earth  and  plunge  into  darkness  a  160-mile-wide  swath  stretching 
from  Hawaii  to  Mexico's  Baja  Peninsula,  central  and  southern  Mexico,  Central  America, 
Colombia  and  Brazil. 

One  after  another,  spectators  around  the  mountaintop  astronomy  observatory  in  Hawaii 
exclaimed,  "Oh,  my  God!"  as  the  sky  went  dark.  This  was  the  first  time  an  eclipse  path  of 
totality  passed  over  a  major  observatory,  scientists  said. 

One  objective  of  the  scientists  was  to  learn  more  about  why  the  sun's  corona  is  about  3 
million  degrees  Fahrenheit,  while  the  sun's  surface  is  only  10,000  degrees.  Other 
experiments  involved  taking  photos  through  the  sun's  atmosphere  and  watching  the  effect 
on  Earth's  atmosphere  by  the  swift  passage  of  the  moon's  shadow. 
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Ronald  Reagan  threw  open  the  doors  of  his  presidential  library  on  November  5,  1991,  and  invited  the  public  co  judge  his  turn  in 
the  White  House. 

A  military  band  played  "Hail  to  the  Chief  and  the  crowd  of  4,200  invited  guests  cheered  as  President  Bush  and  former  Presidents 
Carter,  Nixon  and  Ford  joined  Reagan  in  the  first  gathering  ever  of  five  past  or  current  presidents. 

Each  president  took  a  turn  at  the  microphone,  praising  Reagan  and  reflecting  on  their  own  presidential  challenges. 

The  Spanish-style  structure  is  nestled  on  100  acres  about  50  miles  from  Los  Angeles.  At  153,000  square  feet,  it  is  the  largest 
presidential  library  and  includes  55  million  documents  from  Reagan's  presidency,  available  for  public  inspection. 

The  National  Archives  will  operate  the  library  at  an  estimated  SI. 5  million  annual  cost  to  taxpayers. 

"The  doors  of  this  library  are  open  now  and  all  are  welcome,"  Reagan  said.  "The  judgement  of  history  is  left  to  you,  the  people." 
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Firefighters  were  unprepared  for  the  sight  they  were  met  with  in  Kuwait  —  scores  of  oil  wells  sending 
plumes  of  red  and  orange  flames  30  yards  into  the  air.  Oil  lakes  and  soot  blackened  the  sand. 

During  the  seven-month  Iraqi  occupation  of  Kuwait,  more  than  730  oil  wells  were  damaged  or  set 
ablaze.  Firefighting  crews  have  been  able  to  extinguish  584  wells  since  the  effort  began  in  March  1991. 

When  the  effort  to  combat  the  blazes  began  in  March,  it  took  an  average  of  four  days  to  put  out  one  well 
fire.  Now  the  teams  are  averaging  8.5  wells  each  day,  according  to  Oil  Minister  Hamous  al-Rquba. 

Oil  experts  say  that  if  the  effort  continues  at  the  same  rate,  the  wells  should  be  capped  before  the  end  of 
the  year,  earlier  than  the  projected  date  of  March  1992. 

The  faster  rate  of  progress  has  been  attributed  to  the  increase  in  the  number  of  firefighting  companies, 
the  availability  of  needed  equipment,  the  completion  of  the  water  system  and  the  growing  experience  of  the 
firefighters. 

Teams  from  the  United  States,  Canada,  China,  Iran,  Kuwait,  Hungary  and  France  are  all  working 
together  to  clean  up  this  environmental  disaster. 


A  sealed  structure  of  steel  and  glass  will  be  "home"  for  two  years  to  four  men  and  four  women.  The  structure,  called  Biosphere  2,  is 
about  the  size  of  2Vi  football  fields  and  contains  all  necessities  of  life.  For  two  years,  nothing  will  be  introduced  from  the  outside. 

In  addition  to  eight  humans,  Biosphere  2  houses  3,800  species  of  animals  and  plants  and  five  ecosystems. 

This  $100  million  project  has  taken  seven  years  to  put  together  and  hopes  to  be  the  model  for  other  self-sufficient  environments. 
Planets  other  than  Earth  (Biosphere  1)  may  one  day  be  the  base  for  similar  structures. 

Much  skepticism  has  been  expressed  by  the  scientific  community,  however.  Many  scientists  seem  to  feel  this  experiment  a  ridiculous 
sham,  designed  to  draw  spectators  who  will  spend  around  $  10  just  to  view  the  sphere  and  spend  even  more  in  the  gift  shop. 

Both  participants  and  backers  of  the  Biosphere  2  maintain  that  the  project  will  provide  significant  data. 


Forty-three  year  old  Clarence  Thomas  grew  up  poor,  Black  and  Democratic  in  Pinpoint,  Georgia,  but 
later  switched  parties  and  became  a  controversial  symbol  of  Black  conservatism. 

"Only  in  America,"  Thomas  said  after  President  Bush  announced  his  nomination  as  the  second  Black 
justice  on  the  Supreme  Court.  Thomas  will  succeed  Thurgood  Marshall  who  has  retired. 

Prior  to  Thomas'  nomination  to  the  Supreme  Court,  he  served  as  an  assistant  attorney  general  in 
Missouri,  a  legislative  assistant  to  Sen.  John  Danforth  (R-Mo.),  seven  years  as  chairman  of  the  Equal 
Employment  Opportunity  Commission  and  a  judge  of  the  U.S.  Circuit  Court  of  Appeals  for  the  District  of 
Columbia. 

In  addition  to  the  controversy  of  Thomas'  legal  views,  a  charge  of  sexual  harassment  was  brought  against 
him  by  law  professor  Anita  Hill.  Thomas  vehemently  denied  the  allegations  and  said,  "This  is  Kafkaesque. 
Enough  is  enough." 

After  much  debate  over  who  was  right  and  who  was  wrong  —  Clarence  Thomas,  Anita  Hill,  the  system 
itself  —  the  United  States  Senate  voted  to  confirm  him. 

On  October  18,  1991,  Clarence  Thomas  became  the  106th  United  States  Supreme  Court  Justice.

Seventy-five  years!  In  1992,  our  College 
celebrates  its  diamond  anniversary  and  the 
changes  which  have  characterized  its  dy- 
namic growth  and  eventful  history. 

The  original  mission  of  our  institution 
was  to  make  a  quality  education  accessible 
to  all  who  wanted  to  work  for  it.  For  75  years  —  as 
Hinds  County  Agricultural  High  School  evolved  into 
Hinds  Junior  College  and  then  into  Hinds  Community 
College  —  that  mission  has  not  changed. 

The  ways  and  means  of  serving  that  mission,  as  well  as 
challenges  and  barriers  encountered  along  the  way,  have 
changed.  Our  College's  success  in  anticipating,  confront- 
ing and  drawing  strength  from  those  changes  is  a  tribute 
to  the  character  and  vision  of  its  people  —  the  students, 
faculty  and  administration,  and  the  community  which 
have  supported  its  efforts  for  the  past  75  years. 
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In  1917,  a  faculty  of  eight  taught  117 
sons  and  daughters  of  surrounding  farm 
families  at  Hinds  County  Agricultural  High 
School.  Girls  took  home  ec  classes  and  boys 
studied  agriculture,  preparing  for  lives  as 
housewives  and  farmers. 
The  national  prosperity  of  the  Roaring  20s  gave  birth 
to  new  career  opportunities  for  those  with  the  knowledge 
and  training.  In  1922,  Hinds  introduced  its  first  year  of 
college  curriculum,  the  second  year  followed  four  years 
later. 

In  1930,  as  the  great  Depression  was  tightening  its 
stranglehold  on  the  nation,  students  continued  to  work 
for  their  education  at  Hinds.  The  wage  was  10  cents  an 
hour  and  it  was  applied  toward  a  $10  a  month  tuition, 
room  and  board.  By  the  end  of  the  decade,  the  College 
had  five  buildings  and  528  students.

The  decade  between    1940  and    1950s 
was   dramatized    by   the   heightened   pro- 
duction requirements  of  the  war  years  and  a 
post-war  leap  in  enrollment  as  returning 
veterans  sought  education  and  job  training. 
The  Hinds  vocational-technical  program 
was  officially  established  in  1941;  military  training  was 
added   and   the  academic  program   was  accelerated  so 
students  could  join  the  war  effort  sooner. 

Barrack-style  student  housing  was  quickly  assembled 
to  accommodate  returning  veterans,  the  first  "non- 
traditional"  students  at  Hinds  Community  College. 

After  nearly  20  years  of  economic  depression  and 
global  war,  America  and  Hinds  Junior  College  were  ready 
for  a  period  of  rest  and  recreation.  The  1950s  brought  a 
surge  in  student  activities.  The  Hi-Steppers  were  or- 
ganized in  1950,  and  in  1952,  Mrs.  Anna  Bee  was 
named  director  the  precision  dance  team.  Also  in  1952, 
the  dramatic  club  became  the  McLendon  Players,  and  in 
1954,  the  Eagle  football  team  capped  a  perfect  season  by 
defeating  El  Camino  College  in  the  national  Junior 
College  Rose  Bowl  game. 
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In  the  60s,  cultural  and  sociological 
changes  and  new  learning  technologies 
changed  as  enrollment  surpassed  2,000  for 
the  first  time.  Students  petitioned  the  ad- 
ministration for  a  new  Student  Union 
Building,  even  going  as  far  as  suggesting  a 
tuition  hike  to  pay  for  it.  The  Alumni  Association  was 
chartered  in  1967,  the  College's  50th  anniversary  year; 
enrollment  reached  3,455  that  year. 

The  creation  of  branch  campuses  was  perhaps  the  most 
significant  change  for  Hinds  Junior  College  during  the 
70s  decade.  Commuter  student  enrollment  leapt  with  the 
opening  of  the  Jackson  Branch  on  Sunset  Drive  in  1970, 
"the  garden  spot  of  vocational-technical  education  in  the 
South."  Five  years  later,  the  Vicksburg  Branch  was  the 
College's  second  branch  campus  venture.  By  the  close  of 
the  decade,  the  College  had  begun  teaching  academic 
classes  at  the  Universities  Center  in  Jackson. 
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The  Nursing/ Allied  Health  Center  be- 
came the  College's  third  Jackson  location  in 
1982.  That  year,  Hinds  Junior  College  and 
neighboring  Utica  Junior  College  merged, 
creating  the  Hinds  Junior  College  District. 
With  the  energy  and  input  provided  by  the 
new  Utica  Campus,  enrollment  passed  10,000  and  Hinds 
became  the  third  largest  institution  of  higher  learning  in 
the  state. 

In  1984,  the  Rankin  Branch  in  Pearl  opened  as  a 
daytime  high  school  vocational-technical  center  where 
adult  vo-tech  classes  were  taught  at  night.  By  the  end  of 
the  decade,  in  eloquent  testimony  to  community  support, 
that  location  grew  to  a  comprehensive  community  college 
campus. 

In  October  1987,  Hinds  Junior  College  became  Hinds 
Community  College  in  a  move  that  mirrored  changing 
attitudes  about  junior  colleges  across  the  country.  The 
scope  of  Hinds'  educational  programs,  community  serv- 
ices and  economic  development  efforts  had  outgrown  the 
conventional  two-year  transfer  system  most  often  as- 
sociated with  junior  college. 

A  new  logo  was  designed,  and  a  new  theme  was 
adopted:  "The  College  for  All  People."  That  theme  was 
developed  into  a  jingle  by  Hinds  alumnus  Lonnie  Mills, 
class  of  1978. 
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Almost  as  to  celebrate  the  new  name,  the 
1987    Hinds   Community   College   Eagles 
football  team  had   its  best  season  in   30 
years.  The  Eagles  were  invited  to  play  in  the 
Mid-America  Bowl,  their  first  post  season 
appearance   since   the    1954  Junior   Rose 
Bowl  Game.  The  following  spring,  the  Ea- 
gles baseball  team  became  the  first  from  Mississippi  to 
compete  in  the  National  Junior  College  Baseball  World 
Series. 

Mississippi  community  colleges  had  long  been  ac- 
knowledged as  vital  participants  in  the  economic  de- 
velopment of  the  state.  However,  in  1988,  Hinds  for- 
malized its  partnership  with  business,  industry  and 
government  with  the  creation  of  the  Resource  and  Co- 
ordinating Unit  for  Economic  Development,  thus  ex- 
panding its  education  and  training  program  for  new  and 
existing  businesses  in  its  district. 

One  particularly  innovative  measure  was  the  creation 
of  the  Mobile  Learning  Lab,  commonly  known  as  the 
learning  bus.  This  28  foot  mobile  lab,  equipped  with  10 
IBM  computers  and  literacy  software  for  grades  K-12, 
took  learning  to  the  workplace,  the  community  center,  or 
wherever  and  whenever  it  was  needed. 

As  the  decade  of  the  nineties  dawned,  Hinds  Com- 
munity College  continued  its  efforts  to  be  "The  College 
for  All  People,"  even  though  it  had  been  burdened  by 
serious  reductions  in  state  appropriations.

Juxtaposed  to  shrinking  state  dollars  is  a 
growing  student  enrollment  and  commu- 
nity support.  According  to  Dr.  Clyde  Muse, 
president  of  Hinds  Community  College, 
our  biggest  challenge  is  preparing  a  globally 
competitive,  technically  skilled  work  force. 
And,  if  past  history  is  any  indication,  our  College  will 
meet  this  challenge  by  changing. 

For  instance,  early  in  our  1992  anniversary  year,  Hinds 
hosted  a  Telelearning  Conference  which  explored  distance 
learning.  Distance  learning  in  1917  meant  leaving  the 
family  farm  and  boarding  at  Hinds  Agricultural  High 
School.  Distance  learning  in  1992  means  sitting  in  a 
classroom  or  your  living  room  in  Jackson,  Mississippi,  or 
Pelahatchie,  Mississippi,  or  Utica,  Mississippi,  while  re- 
ceiving instruction  by  satellite.  With  distance  learning, 
teachers  and  students  across  town,  across  the  state,  and 
even  across  the  nation  can  "talk"  to  each  as  if  they  were  in 
the  same  room. 

New  technologies,  new  buildings,  and  new  programs 
and  services,  these  things  change.  However,  students 
from  every  era  from  Hinds  history  would  agree  one  thing 
does  not  change:  the  flame  of  excellence  at  Hinds  Com- 
munity College  has  always  been  kindled  and  nurtured  by 
an  inspiring  series  of  faculty  members  who  teach  for  the 
sheer  love  of  teaching.

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Hinds  Community  College  is  the  only  two-year  college  that  is  a 
member  of  an  academic  consortium  of  several  colleges  and  universities  in 
the  southern  and  southwestern  United  States  supporting  an  international 
study  program  entitled  the  "British  Studies  Program."  The  British 
Studies  Program  is  a  residential  summer  session  offered  annually  during 
July  and  August  in  London,  England. 

While  allowing  participants  ample  free  time  for  independent  travel, 
the  session  offers  courses  in  Anthropology,  Art,  Clothing  and  Textiles, 
Community  Health,  Computer  Science,  Criminal  Justice,  Education, 
English,  History,  Hotel  Restaurant,  and  Tourism  Management,  Jour- 
nalism/RTF, Library  Science,  Music,  Nursing,  Philosophy,  Psychology, 
Planning,  Political  Science,  Sociology,  Speech  and  Hearing  Sciences, 
Theatre,  and  Business  Courses. 

In  this  program,  the  majority  of  onsite  lecturing  is  coordinated  by  local 
British  scholars,  exposing  students  to  leading  experts  in  their  fields.  Five 
week  and  three  week  courses  are  offered.  Financial  aid  is  also  available. 

A  mini-break  is  also  scheduled  to  allow  time  for  personal  travel  outside 
of  London,  along  with  low-cost  optional  day  tours  to  general  places  of 
interest,  Cambridge,  Dover,  Canterbury,  Stratford-upon-Avon,  Oxford, 
and  Stonehenge  are  often  included. 

British  Studies  Coordinator  for  Hinds  is  Britt  Brown.  She  is  also  a 
Philosophy  Instructor  at  Hinds  and  a  Professor  of  Philosophy  for  the 
British  Studies  Program.

That  is  only  the  beginning  of  a  resident 
advisor's  job,  though.  They  also  help  keep  you  informed  of  new  campus 
events  and  rules  and  regulations.  They  are  there  for  you  when  something 
goes  haywire  in  your  room  or  even  in  your  life.  They  are  trusted  confidants 
and  helpful  supporters  during  troubled  times.  Resident  advisors  can't  do 
everything,  but  they'll  sure  try.

Main  Hall  is  the  only  original  building  still  standing.  Today  the 
interior  of  Main  Hall  consists  of  modern  decor,  but  the  exterior 
remains  identical  to  when  it  was  built  in  1917. 

Four,  seven,  and  eight  person  suites,  arranged  with  upstairs 
bedroom/bath  areas  and  winding  stairwells  that  open  to  sitting 
rooms  house  94  women  honors  students.  Adjacent  to  these  gathering 
places  are  kitchenettes  equipped  with  a  refrigerator,  microwave, 
sink,  table,  and  chairs.  Also  located  in  the  residence  hall  are  two 
person  bedrooms  and  private  baths.  Reni  Bumpas,  the  hall  director, 
and  four  resident  assistants  are  on  the  staff  at  Main  Hall.

Marshall  Hall,  which  was  dedicated  to  Fay  Marshall  on  August  14, 
1982,  is  a  two  story  air  conditioned  building  housing  approximately 
100  freshman  and  sophomore  women.

Gordon  L.  "Motor"  Carr,  Sr.  lettered  for  two  years  in 
basketball  and  one  year  in  football.  He  also  participated 
in  track,  and  was  voted  Best  Boy  Athlete  during  his 
sophomore  year.  He  graduated  from  Hinds  in  1943  and 
continued  his  education  at  Millsaps  College.  There  he 
played  guard,  scoring  over  16  points  per  game.  Carr 
received  his  master's  degree  from  University  of  Mis- 
sissippi. 


Jimmy  Glisson  came  to  Hinds  in  1946.  At  Hinds, 
Glisson  quarterbacked  and  fullbacked.  He  lettered  for 
two  years  in  football,  leading  the  Eagles  to  the  Lion  Bowl 
championship  against  Jones  Junior  College,  in  1947. 
That  same  year  he  was  named  "Heart  of  the  Ball,"  and 
All  State  Quarterback.  At  Tulane  University  he  lettered 
for  two  years  in  baseball  as  well  as  in  football. 


Lida  Nell  Vaughn  Hester's  basketball  record  left  her 
characterized  for  all  time  as  a  "truly  outstanding  ath- 
lete," by  her  contemporaries  at  Hinds.  In  1949,  she  was 
named  All  State  Basketball,  while  the  Eaglettes  won  the 
State  Championship  with  a  perfect  23-0  score;  and  the 
tennis  team  took  the  state  Junior  College  Doubles 
Championship.  After  graduation,  from  Hinds,  she  be- 
came involved  in  semi-pro  basketball  and  softball  for  six 
years. 


The  Sports  Hall  of  Fame  at  HCC  rec- 
ognizes former  students  who  make  outstand- 
ing contributions  to  intercollegiate  athletics. 
Recognition  is  given  to  those  individuals 
who  achieve  further  distinction  in  high 
school  or  professional  sports  either  as  a  coach 
or  a  player. 

The  Alumni  Association,  a  part  of  the 
Development  Foundation,  was  pleased  to 
announce  the  induction  of  the  following  men 
and  women  into  the  1991  Sports  Hall  of 
Fame:  Gordon  L.  Carr,  Sr.,  Jimmy  Glisson, 
Lida  Nell  Vaughn  Hester,  John  H.  Miller, 
and  Glynn  Russell. 


John  H.  Miller  lettered  in  football,  baseball,  bas- 
ketball, and  track,  before  getting  his  degree  in  business 
administration.  He  continued  his  education  at  Millsaps 
College,  where  he  gained  over  100  yards  per  game  as  a 
halfback  and  became  Most  Valuable  Player  and  All 
Dixie  Conference  with  first  string  honors.  He  is  a  1987 
Mississippi  Semi-Pro  Hall  Of  Fame  inductee. 


Glynn  Russell  co-captained  the  Eagles  for  two  years. 
During  this  time  he  was  bestowed  such  honors  as 
Second  Team  All  State  and  Junior  College  All  Amer- 
ican. He  continued  his  education  at  Memphis  State 
University,  where  he  played  on  the  first  team  through- 
out the  1961  season.  That  same  year  he  held  the  record 
for  most  blocked  kicks  in  a  single  year,  and  was  selected 
for  the  Mississippi  Southern  All  Opponent  Team.  He 
was  a  draft  choice  for  the  Green  Bay  Packers,  but  chose 
instead  to  further  his  education.  He  received  a  Master's 
degree  and  finally  an  advanced  degree  from  Sanford 
University  School  of  Pharmacy.

The  Pearl/Rankin  Vo-Tech  Center,  located  on  Hinds  Community 
College,  Rankin  Campus,  offers  sixteen  vocational/technical  programs 
to  the  eight  high  schools  in  Rankin  County  and  Pearl  High  School. 
Three  two-hour  blocks  are  taught  each  day  and  students  receive  two 
units  credit  toward  graduation.  The  secondary  programs  provide  oc- 
cupational orientation  and  basic  employment  skills  associated  with  a 
specific  occupation.  Upon  completion  of  a  program,  graduates  are 
prepared  to  either  pursue  entry-level  employment  in  the  particular 
occupation  or  continue  their  vocational  or  technical  education  in  a  post- 
secondary  institution,  often  times  with  advance  standing.
